Referring to yours of the 25th inst. making inquiry concerning time locks required for the 
vaults prepared for this office, in the new Post-Office building in this city. I beg to say that the 
Secretary has advised me that I am to remain, for the present, in my office in the Custom House. 


From a personal interview with Mr. Fox, Superintendent of the Mint, I learn that he is 
expecting to utilize these vaults for the storage of standard silver dollars, but they have not yet 
been officially placed at his disposal. 


If it be deemed advisable to supply time locks, as mentioned in your letter, there should 
be two — one for each door. 


I presume they could be shipped to this city, and attached at any time; although 
concerning this, I would suggest that Superintendent Fox had better probably be first consulted.
